Skin inflamation, or dermatitis, as 
doctors call it. may be produced by 
contact 
with various 
substances of 
animal, vegetable or chemical nature. 
It is characterized iy redness, swell- 
ing; 
little vesicles of water blisters, 
and sensations of itching, burning or 
pain. 
The dermatitis caused 
by contact 
with poision ivy (Rhus toxicodendron) 
is well known, but the ivy itself is not 
so well known. The ivy 
leaf Is tri- 
foliate—that Is, consists of three sepa 
rate leaves on the stem,xnot a single 
leaf in three parts. 
Other plants which may cause der- 
matitis are the poison sumach, 
the 
nettle, the smartweed, cowhage, and 
several 
members of 
the 
primrose 


family. 
Primrose eruption is not rarely seen 
on the hands of women who grow a 
primrose in a jar in the house, and is 
usually mistaken for "eczema." It is 
far less severe than poison ivy erup- 
tion, consisting of a more or less per- 
sistent fine vesicular rash with itch- 
ing chiefly between the fingers, some- 
times about the cheeks and neck. The 
eruption will almost or quite clear 
away, only to recur shortly without ap 
paraent cause, as long as the prim- 
rose is kept in the house. 
As for poison ivy. a susceptible per- 
son should smear the exposed parts of 
skin with vaseline before approaching 
a known growth of Ivy. He should 
immediately bathe the 
exposed skin 
with soap 
and water following any 
possible exposure, then mop it with 
pledgets of cotton wet with alcohol, 
In ordor to dissolve off any 
of 
the 
volatile essence of the Ivy which may 
'be on the skin. More as a preventa- 
tive than a cure for the skin eruption, 
alkalies are advisable, to neutralize 
the poisonous substance, which is an 
add. 
For this purpose cloths 
kept 
wet with a solution of salcratus (two 
tablespoonful ) in a pint of water will 
suffice.

ARMY INTERRUPTERS 


fsrECIAL TO THB GAZETTE.] 
Washington, Aug. 4.—Expert inter- 
preters by the hundreds will soon be 
needed to carr>- on the .business of 
Uncle Sam's 
new 
national 
army 


Complete courses in military inter- 
pretation of iforeign, languages, ap 
proved by Secretary Baker and the 
war college, are being offered for the 
summer at Columbia university, where 
linguists of every variety 
will 
be 
turned out for field service during the 
war 
They win enter the army wi'ji 
the rank of sergeant. 
Fir»t class interpreters, the war de- 
partment has found, are a hard class 
to muster into the service In large 
numbers. An applicant for the pre- 
liminary training course must be able 
to fluently speak and be able to read 
either French or German. His busi- 
ness will not be merely to translate 
miHtarv documents and letters. He 
must Converse intelligently and aid 
officers with only a knowledge: of Eng- 
lish in carrying on that part of thoir 
business which must be done In lor- 
eipn countries. 
Before receiving appointment to the 
service the applicant must pass the 
regular army physical examination— 
almost as big a job ae learning 
a 
couple of languages. He must also 
prove American birth and citizenship 
and lovalty to the cause of the United 
States.' His family tree is thorougnly 
probed in search of flaws. The thor- 
oughly trained interpreter is imme- 
diately assigned to dufy, for tie gov- 
ernment is at present shy of linguists. 
If he completes his course before the 
national army needs him he may be 
assigned to duty in the camp where 
thousands of aliens are temporarily 
interned, or to the department of jus- 
tice investigation service.
